for leaue to ſally forth, but they were delayed 
till better opportunitie. 
The ſecond day our Ordnance ſhot cruell 
vpon the Speriſb Campe, thereupon about tw#* 
aclockein the night, our Garriſon with fortie 
Musketiers fallied forth to make the Enemies to 
riſe out of their. ſleepe, and {lue aboue an hun- 
dred ofthem. Whereupon there aroſe likewiſe 
an Alarum in their Campe, and. our Garriſon 
continued the skirmiſh with them, vartill the at- 
ternoone the next day, at which time they retur- 
ned victoriouſly to the Citie.

faid, ſent likewiſe ſome to the little halfe-moone 
before mentioned, to aide them within it. The 
Enemie being very furious, would not let paſſe 
ewelue a clacke, for the day before was _ AG 
ſumption of our Lady, hoping, perhaps,there- 
by to haue the betrer ſucceſſe. 


We being yet hardly in order, the Enemie 


came, without making any noiſe,-cloſe vnto 
vs, but as foone as he perceiued our bullets, hee 
cried loude out, with a generall crie fuera wi- 
lixco: The belicged cried likewiſe, Take the 
Roague, kill , kill, ſo that the skirmiſh grew 
very hotte: but the Enemies perceiuing that

Country-men , whereupon they ſhot together 
ſo fiercely vpon the Enemies, that they gaue 
ouer the halte-moone, after they had loſt ma- 
ny hundreths vpon the place; and intrenched 
themſelues behinde the ſame worke. Whiles 
this fight laſted there were ſhot three thouſand 
Cannon ſhot ( namely, from the Boſh pate, 
the Horne-worke, mn the Contreſcarpe at the

the He where he died, Captaine Carre and the 
Enginer Captaine Ralph Dexter, went likewiſe 
the ſame way (atrer they bad valiantly fought ) 
beſides one hundred twenty fige of our ſouldi- 
ers. This fight-laſted from ten in theeuening vn- 
till huea clocke in the morning. The encmise- 
loſtin this fight one Count, five Captaines, di- 
vers Lieutenants and Enligne-bearers, beitdes- 
eight hundred ſouldiers. 

The ſame day there wasa ceſſation of armes- 
for rhe ſpace of an houre agreed of, to burie the 
dead on, both lides : In the meane time; the-Ene- 
mie working very ſtrong, contrary tothe agree-- 
ment, wedifcharged our Ordnance vpon them, 
and (lue many, and the Enemie doing thi like, - 
the dead were for certainedaies left vnburied. 

Weperceiued about the ſame time, that the 
Enemie was verie ſorie in regard of the. misfor- 
tune happened: vnro him, and would- ſeeke 
meanes to reuengehimſelte. | | 

In thoſe daies came certaine Switſers belides 
other ſouldiers into the citie ; -Likewiſe the Ita- 
lians which lay nere vnro the Quarter of the 
Lord of Lackeren, began to ſhoot diuers of our 
men with long Harquebuſes through the heads, 
viing this deuiſe : they tied greene grafle about 
their owne heads, that they might not be per- 
ceiued; when they looked ouer the Rampetrs 
ro ſhoot, for they ſeemed only like ſome greens

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But afterwards we perceiging their deuiſe, 
diſcharged our (hot vpon the grafle aforeſaid, 
ſtriking dowge the ſame many times, with the 
head, and whole body. 

The twentieth being Saint Zawrence day, after 
the Veſpers were ſung, the enemie came againe 
about ten a clocke, at one fide of the halfe 
moone, and would by force leape ouer the

 Thetwoand twentieth, three and twentieth,

The 10. our Gariſon fallied forth againe on the 
North {1de, and tooke away all the Bagges of the E-* 
nemies by day light, which they had prepared to fill 
vp our ditches withall,and to aſſault our Workes at- 
rerwards, they are filled with ftones, and ſo bigge, 
thata man hath much adoe to cariy one of them, 


The eleventh and 12. our Souldiers: continued 
both in the North and South fide of this City,to en- 
damage the Enemies by their fallies : the Workes 
which hee made in the night, we ſpoyled in the day, 
beating him out of his Trenches, with the death of 
many of his Souldicrs, burning ſome of his Bauins, 
| and taking away the reſt even in our owne quar- 
ecrs. | 
In the ſame dayes, and the eight next following, 
there came 20. 30. 0r40.6f the Encmies dayly run- 
ning vnto vs, for want of pay, as they told vs, 


The 13. and 14. the Enemy ſhot very furiouſly 
vpon the City, and did much hurrto diuers Houſes 
and Stceeples; but God be praiſed few perſons were 
hurt : This night hee approachedwith a Line from

The 14. our Soldiers beat the Enemies out of 
their Trench on the South-ſide, and {lew all thar 
they could meet withall, and finding there two Bar- 
rels of Beere, dranke them both quite vp, and ſo ha« 
ving gotten !ome booty of Apparell and Armes, 
they returned backe againe 12ts our WArkes. 


The 15 in thenight, the Engliſh and Scots, vn- 
- ger the Command of Collonel ©Iſorgan, aflaulted 
the Enemies quarters ; and having driven them a- 
way, they :arricd there till morning, and cat vp all 
their provant, and caſt downe 50. Roddes of the 
Enemies Line, which hee had newly begunne ; bur 
the next nig'tthe enemies wrought on the ſame a- 
gainc, reſoluing to finiſh it fully. But it 1s a very me- 
morablethingro tel;an Engliſh Grey-hound which 
followed his Maiſter whea hee ſallyed forth, ſenting 
and ſnutffling about in the Enemies quarter, found 
there a Bagge of poyſoned Bullets, ( which arc a- 
gainſt the Law of Armes) and brought the ſame vn- 
to his Maiſter, And], getting ſome of them of the 
Sergeant Mayor of the Engliſh, ſent-thera to my 
friends fora raritie. Theſameday abour 100. of our 
Horſe of Berghen, rode forth from Breda, and tooke 
ſeuen or cight Horſe of the Enemies, necre Hur/- 
| berghen, about a League anda halfe from hence, ly- 
ing South-eaſt from this City: and afterwards they 
tent ſundry Troeopes..cloſe to the Raybergh , and

our men thither by inticements : but the Foxe had 
inuited the Crane, as the Prouerbe ſ{aith. Collonel 
Morgan haumg ſent a little before 200, Muſquetticrs 
into a Ditch, with charge to make an AJarum into 
the very Trenches and Workes of the Eneinies; 
which by them was fo brauely perlorined, tha: they 
droue the Enemies cloſe to the Riyevergh, andinto 
their owne Quatter,whete they were ſtronely ſccon-+ 
ded. Then began our Muſquertiers ſoltly to retire, 
and forſooke the ground which they had gotren,only 
in policy, to leade the Enemies another manner of 
dance thentie Spaniſn Pauin : They followed our 


 menhard, and came in great numbers into the com- 


paſſe of the aforeſaid torſaken halfe-mooxe, and 
further too, where they were-ſaluted by our briohe 
and well-oyled Muſquerts, and afterwards blowne vp 
into the ayre both by ours, andlikewiſe by their own 
Mynes too,when they little MipeCted any fuch mar- 
rer,as is aforeſaid, They made apitrifull noyſe and a 
lamentable cry, and our Garifon ſetting vpon them, 
kild many (which were ſunke into the ſand by the 
blowing vp ofthe Myncs , ſome ſunke therein vp to 
their middle, fome vnto their breſts, and ſome vnto 
their ſhoulders ) knocking them downe with their 
pieces in ſuch manner, that wee gat our purpoſe of 
them, Vee might likewiſe haue blowne vp the Enc« 
mies battery, necre vnto the aforcſaid halte-moone, 
and endamaged him mightily chereby, ſceing wee 
had a Myne vnder the ſame, ifour Commanders ge. 
nerally had conſented thereunto z theEnemics ad

The 18. they were labouring hard on both ſides, 
at their Trenches, Mynes, Lines and Trauerſes, and 
had /ome {mall Skirmiſhes with vs, wherein ſundry 
were hutt; {o that the linnen which ſome Patriots or 
wel-wiliers of the Countrey had ſent thicher , was 
weil imployed inthe drefitng of the wounds : there 
were likewife made T1500. Cuthions for the. breaſt, 
and aboundance of head. piilowes tor the licke os 
hurt Souldiers. 


The 19. wee perceiuing that the Enemics would 
blow vp one of their Mynes, (inthe Quarter ef the 
Colonel Fama, and the Lord of Loqueren, neere

our Myne, which was hard by the ſame) except @ 


Frenchman and two other, which afterthe Enemy 


had blowne vp his Myne, were yet found aliue and 
drawr;e out : hereupon the Enemy came fiercely on, 
thinking that hee had paid vs home, with a purpole . 
to ſettle himſelfe vpon the torſaken halte-moone ;; 
for a while wee reſiſted them, and they following vs 
afterwards ar our Retreate, were blowne vp by our 
Mync; and buricdaliue,this happened betwixc LI. & - 
4.2 Clocke in thc afternoone.

This ſame day 
Dos Garcia Piementelli, a braue Souldier, was kild 


by one of our Mynes, ſo that Spizols was very ſory 
for his death. 


The 21. wee blew two Mynes vp without the 
Bofh-gare, and ſaw the Enemies flying vp into the 
Ayrelike Storkes. At Antwerpe they call now our 
City, Berghen bring on,in ſtead of Berghen vp Zoom, 


ſeeing there haue beene ſo many brought and ſent 


thither from ſundry places. But they dare no more 
aflault vs ſo freely as they did in the beginning. We 
hauc eur hands dayly full of worke : bur ic is no mat- 
ter; for whereas wee loſe one man, the Enemy 10+

Wethought that they would haue broken vp the 
Sicdgevpon our fafting or prayer day,ſceing the ap- 
proaches were forſaken by them, about the Quarter 
of Collencl Fama, andthe Lord of Leockeren. 


Itis remarkable to conſider, that of ſo many iron 
Bullets which both high and low are dayly ſhot into 
the City, but few hurt or kill any, there is ſuch ore

The 22. wee blew vp 3. Mines with good ſuc- 
ecſſe ncere vnto the Engliſh Quarter, endawa- 
ging mightily both the Souldiers and Workes 
of the Enemics, Bur the fourth Myne which 
wee blew vp likewiſe thereabouts, towards the 
eucnnig, did exceeding great hurt, burying the 


_ "Enemies aliue in the Mynes, wherevpon there 
roſean Alarum in their Quarter, and almoſt all 
nibh long fixe of our batteries, and three of 
che Encmics played with heir Ordnance incel- 


lantly. 


The 23. and 24. wee were buſic about blow- 
_ Ing vpofour Mynes round about the City, and 
eo ſurpriſe our Enemics : wee made likewiſe | 


Counter 4 his Woerkes,or new ap- 
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-ptoaches, in ſuch manner,that wee ſaw theſame 

day about all our Quarter, great ſtore of our F. 

' nemies {laine and ſwallowed vp by our Mynes : 
and it being very hot in thoſe places, in regard 
of our Muſquer ſhot, the Ericmics durſt not 
come to fetch them away; ſo that they became 
food for the Crowes and VVormes, and all this 
was cffc&ed with ſmall leffe of ours, 


The 25. 26. and 27. the Encmies blew their 
Mynes vp. firſt in the North-weſt,and afterwards 
wo Myncs in the South-eaſt ofthe Ciry,but did 
no hurtto vs nor our Workes : it 1s true that an 
Engliſhman and a S wiſler were ſwallowed vp by 
the Sands vnrto their knees, bur they were pre- 
fently drawne our by their feete 3 and agaitiſt all 
expectation brought off aliue.. 
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The 28. rhe Enemy was drawing a Trench 
Eaſt, South. caft, roward the way of Howe : but 
curs blew vp a Myne about foure a Clocke in 
the afternoonc, through the Command of the 

two Collonels Famaand Lockeren,lying North- 
welt from the Citry, cloſe tothe forſaken halfe- 
moonc, which tooke very 200d cfice. 


There was order giuen before bythe ſaid Col. 
lonels, that certaine Pioners ſhould bee in rea- 
dinefle with their Mattecks and Spades, and cer- 
raine Souldicrs with halfe-Pikes, to ſally forth

All this was very happily by theayd of God 
performed, without any damage of ours, pulling 
belides a great deale of the Encmics Worke to 
the greund, and being afterwards ſeconded by 
220. men, vnder the Command of Captaine 
William Y 43 Fama, Brother of the Collonel, 
they filed vp the Enemies rowling Trenches, 
which arc nery narrow bue deepe, and killed 
there a hundred and fifty of the Encmics, with 
Rapiers, Ceurtleaxes, Martocks , Hatchets , 
Spades, and ſuch like tooles, taking alſo ſcuen- 
tecne Priſoners which were brought afterwards 
into the City, as likewiſe the bootics gotten, of 
mony, lerkins, Caflocks,&c. | 


I muſt not forget here to relate how that 
Youncker WWilian of Naſſau, baſe or naturall 
Sonneto the Prince of Orange, was not onely a 
SpeQator,but likewiſe az Actor in this Fray,run- 
ning with a Sword in his hand' amongſt the 
thickeſt ofthem, and having afterwards gotten 
one of the Encmies halfe Pikes, did braue Ser- 
nice with it, and was none of the firſt that came 
off, hee was oncly hurt inthe little finger.

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" The fame night the Engliſh did likewife an 
admirable Exploitin their Quarter , Captaine 
Clerke being the inuemter of it. They digged a 
concauity vnder the Trenches of anthe Enemies, 
which lay vpon a high ground : The Spaniſh 
Souldicrs perceiuing the noyſe and rumbling 
vnder ground, ranne partly away (as being a- 
fraid to bec blowne vp) thoſe which tarried, were 
afterwards when ours had brokes-jtnrough the: 
ground, likewiſe driuen away, or {lainc: Tris. 
was ſuch an inucntion, as was yet neuer heard of 
before, by digging vnder the Enemies, to take 
fromthem their advantages, and keepe them. 


Collcnel Morgen Few tfſe deccined the'Enes 
mies very cunningly : hee commanded certaine 
Hatres to be ſet vpon ſtickes behiad the Baskets 
in onr new halte-moone, to make the Enemies 
belecue our Souldicrs were lying there, and {3 
itfell our indeed, for the Enemy ſuppoſing the 
very fame, came and caſt therein diucrs Grana- 
dcs, but few of :hem rooke fire kindly, although 
they could not haue done any. great hurt a- 
moneſt the Hats and ftickes : in-the meane ttme 
our Souldiers came ficaliug and creeping vpon 
s$1cm,and made themſclues maiſte)s of the halfe. 
moone, before which they had ſhed fo mnch 
blood in former time, getting now the ſame a- 
gaine by a.deuice without loffe of blood: before 
10, of the Clocke, all things were mended and

the Enemic. Ar the ſame time the Engliſh gor , 
in the South-caſt 60. plSces of ground from the.

The 29. weallaulted againe the enemies rows 


ling or dry trenches, and flue ſame of thery, ſo. 


that eheytreb!ed their Watches to preuent more 
milſchicte. We blew vp a Miaciatheafternoone, 
and afrer ſet vpon the Enemy, but loſt 9.or 10. & 
ainong them a French Enſigne, We fluc a Cap- 


taine of the Enemies, and a great number of ſol». 
diers, and tooke diuers priforcrs. 


The 30. day before fixe a clocke inthe mor- 
ning , there were threeſcore of the Enemies 


flodde vsto our Citie, being for the moſt pare

The ſame day our Burgomaſter receiued a 
Letter from Breds, ſent by his brether, the. 


Contents were this : That Count Henry of Naef. 


ſaw towards the evening would come with his 
Horſe to Reſſexdale ro logde there, and that: 


the Prince of Orauge was following him, with 
fixe and twenty thenſand Foote , and eyght 
thouſand Horſe, being all fullyreſolued to-ad- 
venture their lives and bloods, for the honour 
ot God, the welfare of theſe Lands ip gencrall, 


and our reſcuing. The 
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_ x. of 0Fober, wee percciuved that the E- 
& nemy had remoued almoſt all his Cannon, 
which were planted on the North {ide : wee 
thought hee would haue welcomed the Prixce 
of Orange therewith , but yetthey were not ſo 
courteous. 

The ſame day there came diuers of the Ene. 
mies Souldiers running vnto vs, faying that all 
the Baggage and Ordnance was remoued, ex- 
cept onely ſome fewe Ficld-Peeces, or Colve- 
rings. | 
The ſame time, there arriued many Troopes 
of Horſe in the South Quarter of the Enemies, 
little thinking to come to the remouing of the 
Sicge. In the meane time they ſhot fiercely 
with their Musquets, and gaue vs certaine falſe 
Alarums;, thinking to draw our Forces of both 

uarters vpon their Mynes. Burt wee ſuſpe- 
Qing that they would deparc with a ſtinke or a 
{mell, would net come to them,but ſaluted them 
with our Cangon and Muſquet ſhot. They blew 
Vp afterwards their Mynes which were ready,al- 
aye they could not annoy vs any way with 
them. 


The 2; day there came an hundred and fiue 
and twenty of the Enemies to vs, telling, vs,that 
Spinola was breaking vp. Wee inthe meane 
_ time played with our Ordnance vpon them. A-

bour noone they fircd Sp;nolars Quarter, and 
planted themſclues in Battle-aray, as ifthey tad 
beene afraid that wee would rake the prize or 
booty from them :; marching partly in the afs 
trernoone, and, partly in the night following te 
their South Quarter, which likewiſe was almoft 
21l fired. They ſtood all night inorder of bat. 
tle, and ſent the baggage away towards Art. 
werpe : the Foote follawed the ſame, the Horſe 
keeping in the meane time the Arriere-gard. 
But our Ordnance ſpared neyther Gun-powder 
no Lead, but gaue them their Farewell as well 
as they had befoie given them their well- 


come. Our Souldiers viſiting Spizo/acs Campe 


in-the meane time, found there Armes cnough 
for fine and twenty hundred men, and diuers 


Inſtruments, materials, and waggons, beſides 


their vnburyed dead bodies, and great ſtore of 
ſicke and hurt men, complaining and lamenting 
againſt their owne Commanders. We brought 
them into rhe Citic for charitics ſake, and cured 
them as ficting. . 


The Enemy departing hence with diſhonor, 
had loſt fince the Siege 11000, men which 
were ſlaine, beſides roſe which were runne 
away hither and thicher, there being in this one 
Citic full two thouſand of them. 

Wee hauc loſt in this Siege {1xe hundred 


} brauc men, beſides thoſe which are wounded, 


whereof. 
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whereof rhere 3re a great number. 
God bec _ tor our Dcliuery , and rhe. 
Prince and the Souldicrs commended fer their 
good endeuours, 
There hauc beene diſchar 
ariuall ofthe Enemy 200000 C 
within and without the Citic,
